TINY BODY Doukhobor Children Torn From 


TRENTON, N.J., May 12.—Governor A. 
Harry Moore of New Jersey late today 
said he had been informed by Col. H. Noc- 
man Schwarzkopf of the state police that 
the kidnapped Lindbergh baby was found 
dead near the famous flier’s estate at 


Hopewell, N.J. 


Chwarzkopf informed the governor, 
the latter said, that the body was found by 
neighbors near the Lindbergh home. 

The child was kidnapped on March 1, 
and since that date the entire world has 
been searched for the missing baby. 

The flash came over the wires just fol- 
lowing another sinister dispatch, in which 
it was stated that negotiations being con- 
ducted off the Virginia coast for the re- 
turn of the kidnapped baby were described 

_ today by a high official as being hampered 
by underworld lieutenants of Al Capone, 
who wished to recover the child them- 
selves for whatever benefit might accrue 
to their imprisoned leader.

Canada Now Assured of

Ottawa, May 12.—The house of 
commons took the first step yes- 
terday toward nationalized radie 
broadcasting when it adopted the 
report of the committee recom- 
mending a government-operated 
system. Without a dissenting 
voice, the report was accepted. 
Then Premier R. B. Bennett gave 
notice of his intention to intro- 
duce a bill today establishing a 
commission to operate the system. 
The government's Unemployment 
Relief Act was advanced another 
stage when its details were ap- 
proved in committee stage. It will 
stand for third reading before going 
to the senate for ratification. It 
would confer wide powers on the 
government to combat unemploy- 
ment and distress through agree- 
ments negotiated with the prov- 
inces. ‘ 

Direct relief and net programs 
of public works Will be the beck- 
bone of this year's relief policy. 


TO PRESERVE CREDIT 

The measure also would confer 
on the government power to take 
steps to preserve the credit stability 
of the Dominion and the provinces, 
loan or guarantee money to public 
or private undertakings and bonus 
the products of primary industries.

1S ON DECLINE! 


Says World Wondering in 
Maze of Changing 
Conceptions 


VANCOUVER, B.C., May 12.— 


| The average of intelligence in the 


student body of Canadian univer- 
sities has declined in recent years, 
according to Dr. George M. Weir, 
head of the department of general 
education at the University of Brit- 


ish Columbia. 

“The reason for the decline in 
intelligence is because more stu- 
dents are attending the universities 
these days,” added Dr. Weir. “There 
are just as many clear and clever 
thinkers at the universities as ever 
before.” - 

Dr. Weir ventured some opin- 
ions on the trend of morals and 
ethics. 

“The world is wandering in a 
maze of changing conceptions of 
what is right and wrong,” he said. 
“Fifteen years ago if a young wo- 
man smoked in public she would 
be considered hard-boiled. Today, 
if she doesn't smoke many people 
regard her as half-baked. And there 
was once a time when people were 
put to death for smoking or even 
drinking ‘ coffee. 

“Any business man is expected to 
advertise, but it is unethical for 
a physician or surgeon to do the 
same thing—that is, tell the world 
what he has to sell. 

“Is truth something static, solid, 
infallible and unchangeable? Or 
does it vary with the times? A re- 
cent university survey showed that 
few students knew the ten com- 
mandments, and I personally know 
many Rotarians and Kiwanians 
who don’t know the words of the 
Golden Rule. The important thing 
is that they understand its mean- 


“Is it theft to sell a man a house 
for a down payment and credit 
when you know he cannot pay? 
Legally it is not, but morally it is. 
It is illegal for a starving man to 
steal a loaf of bread, but in my 
opinion such an act is not immoral. 
As a matter of fact, stealing seems 
to depend a good deal on who does 
it. The big fellows get away with 
it, such as in the Beauharnois scan- 

; dal. Our young people share a 
knowledge of that graft and see in 
it a way to enrich themselves and 
get away with it. 

“One example like that is more 
dangerous than all the false teach- 
ings of Communism which refute 
themselves.

BACK TO SCRIP? 

Some communities in Alberta have taken 
to issuing scrip, and others are being urged to 
do so, This as a means of getting around an 
awkward situation when the municipal council 
finds itself out of funds, and cannot borrow or 
is afraid the taxpayers would rebel if they were 


called upon to pay interest. 

Serip is not money. It is a money substi- 
tute, that has been sometimes employed in the 
past, by governments great and small and by 
trading organizations. It corresponds some- 
what to the 10.U.’s which sometimes pass 
among gentlemen who have confidence in each 
other but are short of cash. 

Given universal confidence in their worth, 
either 1.0.U.’s or scrip would be quite as usefu! 

a circulating medium as money. The difficulty 
would be to give the substitute this general 
acceptability. To do that it would seem to be 
necessary to establish its value in terms of 
money. At which point the municipality would 
have completed the circle and arrived at the 
point it started from. 


THE RELIEF CAMPS 

It will be welcome news to many single 
unemployed men, and also to city taxpayers, 
that Ottawa has at last completed its plans 
and will open the proposed relief camps at 
once. 

The men are promised a better living in the 
camps than they are getting in the cities, with 
a small amount of pocket money in addition. 
The Dominion and Provincial Governments 
will bear the whole cost of the camps, and the 
cities will be to that extent relieved. 

The present plans are to provide for 500 
single men from Edmonton in the camps, and 
for an equal number from Calgary. There are 
several times that number of single unem- 
ployed men in either city. While this arrange- 
ment will ease the situation in both centres, it 
is not for either of them a solution of the prob- 
lem of providing for single men, nor more than 
a twenty per cent solution of that problem. 

It is quite certain that since the depression 
began two or three times this number of single 
men have migrated from other parts of the 
country into these two cities. The communi- 
ties from which they came have thus been re- 
lieved of a burden that properly belongs to 
them. The cities therefore have a just claim 
that the Governments should open up more 
camps and take care of two or three times the 
proposed number from either city. 


CONDITIONAL HIGHWAYS ONLY 

The damage done to the provincial tele- 
phone system in southern Alberta by the April 
blizzard was not a circumstance to what wet 
apring weather and heavy traffic did to 
provinelal highways in all parts of the prov- 
ince. 

Generally speaking the fact appears to be 
that our gravelled highways for a time ceased 
to be. Repairs om some of them will amount 
almost to reconstruction. That was foreseen 
during the legislative session, fortunately, and 
the Minister declined to commit himself to any 
program of new highway construction until he 


finds out how much money he will have left | 


after re-making the highways which were 
built in former years. 

Is this to be the order of things in future 
years, whenever a wet spring happens along? 
Obviously it will be unless highways are 
differently constructed, or unless the Govern- 
ment freely exercises the power to forbid heavy 
traffic on the highways while the spring thaw 
is in progress, and when periods of unusual 
rainfall occur. 

Paved highways would of course stand up 
under all weather conditions, but paved high- 
ways are simply out of the question. It is also 
out of the question that millions of dollars can 
be spent every year in reconstructing gravelled 
highways. The alternative is to forbid heavy 
traffic when that means ruining the roads. 
The moral of the present experience is that our 
“permanent” highways are only permanent in 
dry weather for heavy traffic purposes. 


THE “BEGGAR MY NEIGHBOR” 
POLICY 

The notion that al) we have to do to restore 
prosperity is to rob the rich is not confined to 
soap box orators. A member of the Canadian 
parliament prescribed for economic ills the 
other day by saying he would confiscate all 
incomes in excess of $25,000. An Arkansas 
senator goes one better, and would confiscate 
both incomes beyond a fixed amount and 
inheritances over a set figure. 

Neither of them suggests by way of com- 


pensation that he “would guarantee either 
income or inheritance to everybody, or to any- 
body. Legislators never play the game on the 
level with the taxpayer whom they single out 
for a special penalty. If he makes money they 
grab it. If he loses, they do not make good the 
loss. They are prolific in schemes for making 
people poorer, but woefully barren of plans to 
help them get richer. 

The modest assumption of these confisca- 
tory-inclined solons is that they use money to 
greater public advantage than does the man 
who owns it. The latter, they seem to imagine, 
burns money when he gets hold of it, or buries 
it, or hides it away. The fact of course is that 
he puts it to use, in the running of factories 
and stores and farms and mines, thereby giving 
employment to other people and producing 
more wealth, in which the community shares. 

The money that is collected in taxes is not 
spent in reproductive industry. A good deal of 
it goes in sheer waste. The bulk of it goes for 
public. services, most of them good in 
themselves but costing far more than they 
should. The more of private capital that is 
taken from pockets and spent in these ways, 
the less remains for carrying on the industrial 
functions by which people live. 

If our legislators were as gifted in spending 
money weil as they are brazen in demanding 
more of it to spend, they would not have come 
now to the place where they have to advocate 
a policy of racketeering by taxation without 
regard to either personal rights or ‘economic 
consequences.

Keeping Mentally Fit 
JOSEPH JASTROW, AB., AM. Ph.D, LLD_ 
EMOTIONS AND DEPRESSIONS 

On all sides I am assailed by inquiries in several: 
forms which all amount to this: How far is this de- 
pressing depression psychological. Viewed more 
closely, the questions divide into two. The first is 
general. Can we not, by just being cheerful about 
it, help matters along? Do we not need cheer lead- 
ers or a daily dozen cheer exer- 
cises and to smile and smile until 
the habit is fixed and the gloom 
wears off? One articie elaborated 
the process pages long into a code 
or a cheer-psalter with medita- 
tions to keep the emotions cheer- 
ful. All of which is fine in inten- 
tion and weak in technique. 

Either all this is just whistling 
Dr. J. Jastrow in print to keep one’s courage up 
or the ready talk of one who doesn’t need the exer- 
cise. Keep up courage, of course! But dé it by way 
of sound mental hygiene. In the three H's: heart, 
hand and head of our anatomy, put the emphasis in 
that order. Heart comes first, then hand, then head. 
Just to come in contact with one person who is 
holding up despite his share of losses, is more of a 
tonic than large doses of resolutions read morning 
and evening; that goes to the heart. Getting over 
one fit of blues and going to work at what is left to 
be done is more to the point than hours or pages 
of reflection. It is mood and muscles that must be 
worked upon. The contagion of example in the 
flesh is of that order. 
We will not neglect the head. But the intellect- 
ual end of the depressee is not the most affected. 
It is only one of the partners of Heart, Hand, Head 
& Co. Preaching becomes effective when it is 
turned into a crusade, into something to be done. 
Unemployment is so devastating because it leaves 
the hands idle and frees the head to brood upon the 
dreaded future. It is emotional in that it is tem- 
peramental. It is unreasonable to expect all persons 
to reach depression alike by way of being opposed 
to the same exhortation. Every person must strug- 
gle with his own temperament Some are born 
cheerful; some achieve it by heroic struggle; very 
few have it thrust upon them by a succession of good 
fortune. For that, too, is a direct incentive. We 
live emotionally on the little succession, and by the 
same token are depressed by the constant drip, drip 
of more loss, more sickness, more worry, more 
gloom. At that stage a calm outlook has its place. 
Some may derive it from charts and tables, others 
from resolutions, and the sound relection that worry 
only lowers the forces of resistance; it weakens 
heart and hand. So much the headwork can do. 
The second order of psychological effect asks 
that when things are depressed by economic con- 
ditions, whether the mental depression reacts on 
the economic depression. It certainly does. That is 
mental contagion; we affect one another. When 
many want a thing, do a thing, believe a thing, 
many more follow; and when many give up, others 
follow. If a hall is crowded, you want to get in; 
if a few persons get up and leave it a half-filled 
house, others get the impression that it is not worth 
while staying. So everybody knows that confidence 
is as essential as value. Bulls and bears play upon 
that. The depression is real; the depression about 
the depression makes it worse. It is a good time to 
use psychology, but it should be a practical psy- 
chology.

FIAT MONEY 


From the monthly letter issued by the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce: 

History records numerous instances of the fail- 
ure of governments to restore» prosperity, except 
for short periods, by manufacturing money in ex- 
ces of that required by trade, or, in other words, 
issuing fiat currency. When thére is departure 
from the only sound methods of government finan- 
cing—taxation and direct borrowing by bond issue 
~—and the printing presses are employed instead, 
the plan works out as follows: The increased money 
in circulation causes a rise in the domestic prices 
of all commodities and, concurrently, a rise in em- 
Ployment and wages. The scheme is superficially 
attractive, but it is essential to’ realize that its gen- 
esis is not the flow of money resulting from trading 
among individuals—the use of money as the me- 
dium of exchange of goods—but that it is an eco- 
nomic drug administered to the populace, and un- 
less checked in time, which is most difficult, it 
finally has tragic effects such as those in Germany 
a few years ago when 97% per cent of all original 
values were wiped out, including those of real es- 
tate, life insurance, securities and bank balances. 
Some intermediate effects are that domestic prices 
rise so high as to throw them far out of line with 
world prices, and that the currency loses part, if not 
most, of its face value, both in the domestic and 
foreign markets. The German people today are 
willing to undergo almost any sacrifice rather than 
experience a repetition of currency inflation. 
Brigadier-General Charles G. Dawes, President ot 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, has this to 
say regarding an issue of fiat currency, consequent 
upon the passing of the Soldiers’ Bonus Bill in the 
United States: 

“Funds for this would be provided by the issu- 
ance of legal tender, non-interest bearing, unsecured 
Treasury notes amounting to over $2,000,000,000, No 
provision is made for the redemption of notes or 
the maintenance of gold reserves. It would be in 
effect an issue of fiat currency.... 

“Such an issue of currency, in my judgment, 
would have a disastrous effect upon the country's 
currency system, upon the credit of the Federal 
Government, and upon the entire credit structure 
of our country... 

“In my judgment the devastating effects of a 
consequent loss of general confidence through the 
inflation of our currency will negative the possi- 
bility of real relief by any experiment with fiat 
money... 

“Always, in such experiments, the idea is first 
that we can go safely a little way in defiance of 
right economic principles and avoid disastrous pen- 
alties by stopping in time. ‘This has proved a delu- 
sion. Inflation of a currency, once started in a 
country, seldom stops short of its complete eco- 
nomic ruin.”

_ SOME GAS HISTORY 
Editor, Bulletin:— 

I do not think that the letter of 
J. W. Adair in Saturday's papers 
quite meets the situation. The 
two votes taken on gas matters 
referred to in this letter were on 
whether or not the city would 
pay for and take over the Indus- 
trial Association's gas well. These 
being turned down, the first Gas 
Co. (Pelican) submitted their 
proposition and it was also turned 
down. Then the second vote on 
the franchise was approved. If I 
mistake not, both Adair, the 
majority of the then council un- 
der Mayor Henry, and practic- 
ally everyone excepting F 
James East, supported this second 
proposition. This franchise hav- 
ing been granted early in 1916, 
nothing was done by the company 
under the terms of the franchise 
and it dragged on until 1919 and 
1920, when the then Mayor 
(Clarke) instituted an action to 
cancel the franchise because of 
the failure of the company to duo 
anything to live up to the terms 
of the franchise. Mr. Coste came 
to the city while the action was 
pending, and was being pressed 
for trial, and before Mr. A. A. 
Carpenter agreed, if the action 
was not pressed, to proceed at 
once to supply the city with gas 
as speedily as possible at 35 cents 
and the matter stood in this shape 
when the Adair, Duggan election 
took place in the fall of 1920. Nout 
only was the 35 cents rate ignor- 
ed, but in some way te the writer 
unknown, the length of the fran- 
chise was extended and all these 
changes took place without the 
voters having any more say about 
the matter. 

It certainly makes very little 
difference what happened in 1914, 
or 1916, since the new bargain 
35 cents gas was made in 1920, and 
it was unmade in 1922, and I 
think if Mr. Adair will brush up 
on his ancient history, he will 
find that, although not an alder- 
man in the first instance, he was 
a very influential alderman when 
the deal we are now working un- 
der, was consummated, 

Mr. Adair, who from press re- 
ports, has been dressing up his 
memory on ancient history in re- 
gard to civic affairs, has appar- 
ently got his “memory bug” some- 
what out of gear in this particular 
instance. No doubt the subject, 
ice, has benumbed his usual clear 
memory and I hope that this re- 
fresher on gas will help to “thaw 
him out.” 

If he wants a hint to refresh his 
memory on Mr. Duggan’s first 
election as to whether or not it 
was on 35 cents gas or not, I need 
only say McCoppen's Lease.

CITY CURRENCY, OR SCRIP 
Editor Bulletin: 

Considerable interest is being 
taken in this subject by the citi- 
zens of this city, judging from in- 
quiries coming to me by, phone 
and in person; this being true, I 
wish to make clear one or two im- 
portant points regarding this 
matter. 

The last time I appeared before 


the council there appeared to be 
a foreordained conclusion upon 
their part, as to the ultimate and 
definite disposition of the matter. 
The first thing presented to me 
was a typewritten draft of the 
Canadian Bank act containing the 
following cluse: “Every person, 
except a bank to which this act 
applies, who issues or re-issues, 
makes, draws or endorses any 
bill, bond, note, check or other 
instrument, intended to circulate 
as moncy, or to be used as a sub- 
stitute for money, for any amount 
whatsoever, shall incur a penalty 
of $400.” 

It is very evident that the in- 
terests concerned in the drafting 
of this act, had their eyes rivetted 
upon the future, with the thought 
at least, that some such financial 
crisis as the present would some 
day arrive when this clause would 
adequately protect their interests. 
In the attitude of the council we 
have an illustration of the extent 
of fear this clause has engendered 
in the minds of those that hndle 
the public purse and confine 
themselves to the one function of 
fixing tax rates and collecting 
them with the “big stick.” No re- 
‘gard is given the taxpayer as to 
his inalienable rights to carry on 
certain functions that have been 
allocated to special privilege in- 
stitutions, like banks and trust 
companies, The dominating right 
of “special privilege” is always 
greater than the inalienable right 
of citizens, 

In answering the opinion pre- 
sented by the city solicitor con- 
cerning his opinion, regrding this 
clause in the bank act, I cited the 
position of the Privy Council of 
England in upholding and approy- 
ing the right of privilege of the 
Isle of Guernsey, or the “states” 
of Guernsey, the name of the 
island's parliament, in issuing the 
amount of £80,000, or $400,000 from 
1811 to 1841 to build public build- 
ings, sewers, streets and many 
miles of roadway, for which they 
made repeated issues of this scrip 
money from time to time. 

In a book written by Robert H. 
Howe, entitled, “The Evolution of 
Banking,” complete details of this 
historical departure in finance, in 
this island, is published. ¢ ,000, 
or $275,000 jis still in ctreielian 
after over a hundred years. This 
money has not cost this island a 
cent in interest, while had this 
amount of money been issued in 
bonds at a 5 per cent, annual in- 
torest rate, it would have cost the 
Guernsey government double the 
principal every fourteen years, or 
eight times the amount of the 
principal up to the present, or 
$550,000. The Supreme Court of 
the State of Michign also upheld 
the right of cities to issue scrip 
or city warrants. Thus is seen the 
reason why interest bearing debts 
have reached the point of satur- 
‘ation and must of necessity, 
wreck the finances of all govern- 
ments. From 1912 to 1930 the 
population of Canada increased 
32 per cent. and the cost of gov- 
ernment increased 232 per cent, 
Where will we be in another fif- 
teen years at this rate?

Judgment for $868 and costs in 
favor of Fred Prochinsky,. well- 
known farmer of St. Michael, was 


entered by Mr. Justice Ewing to- | 


day in a closely contested suit 


against the Pioneer Grain company 
for grain shipped to the St. Michael 
elevator in June, 1929. 

The suit revealed that the grain 
had not been entered on the re- 
cords of the company by the agent, 
Joe Vichloff, who was short in his 
accounts. Instead, by arrangement 
with Bill Prochinsky, son of the 
plaintiff, he gave memorandum re- 
ceipts and paid off part of the in- 
debtedness to Bill Prochinsky by 
money raised on forged cash grain 
receipts. Vichloff was recently lib- 
erated from Prince . Albert after 
serving a sentence for this and 
other defalcations. 

There was also a dispute as to 
the price and grade of the grain. 
Prochinsky claimed: at the highest 
prices of the year, reached on July 
29, when No. 5 was selling at $1.04 
a bushel. 

In his judgment, his lordship de- 
cided the grade as No. 5 and allow- 
ed the price at 92 cents, the market 
price on July 13 when Prochinsky 
senior went in person to the elevat- 
or and demanded his cash. His 
lordship also allowed the sum 
which Vichloff claimed to have paid 
to Bill Prochinsky, from the pro- 
ceeds of eight forged grain receipts. 

In commenting on the difficul- 
ties of arriving at a just decision his 
lordship said it was rendered more 
difficult because one witness seem- 
ed to be as busily engaged in try- 
ing to defraud his father as the 
other was in trying to defraud his 
company. 

G. H. Van Allen, K.C., counsel 
for the Pioneer Grain company, 
protested without avail, against his 
lordship’s decision as to costs, 
pointing out that the defendant 
company had offered over $200 
more than the judgment to Proch- 
insky for a settlement out of court. 

P. G. Thomson, K.C., acted as 
counsel for Prochinsky.

| Perience of James MacHarg, retired 
}building contractor of Wallsend-on- 
\Tyne, Northumberland, England, 
| who is in Edmonton in the course 
of a world tour, accompanied by his 
daughter, Margaret. A farm at 
Lacombe left him by a deceased | 
cousin caused Mr. MarHarg to 
break his journey in the city. 

More than 30 years ago, Mr. Mac- 
Harg said, he got a contract to build 
a very fine memorial church for a 
man named Bainbridge, member of 
an important mercantile family in 
the Old Land. Mr. MacHarg simply 
|carried out his contract and learned 
}nothing more about the occasion for 
the church. 

A few weeks ago, while out in 
New Zealand, Mr. MacHarg and 
his daughter were leaving a town 
named Rotorua, when suddenly, in 
the course ef a few hours, there| 
were some 20 or 30 tremors. 

“Everyone ran out in the streets 
with hand baggage ready to escape, 
but the shocks were not serious and 
things soon quietened down again. 
It was then I learned that this place 
|had been destroyed by a quake in 
1886, and that one of those killed 
had been an English visitor named 
Bainbridge—the same man _ for 
whom I had later built the mem- 
orial church.” 

One of the marvels of nature is 
an underground lake in New Zea- 
land, which. was described by Mr. 
MacHarg. The rocky roof of the 
lake was covered by millions of 
| glow-worms. These worms had 
Hlittle gelatinous threads dropping 
from-them. Mosquitoes which bred 
in the lake flew towards the light, 
struck the threads and were imme- 
diately drawn up and eaten. 

Mr. MacHarg has made arrange- 
ments for improvements to his farm 
and leaves the city for New York 
on Friday.

NEW CHANGES 
ARE MADE IN 
BASKET RULES 


Summary of Changes in 
Rules Announced by 
Committee 


The following is a summary of 
the changes in the Dasketball 
rules which will go into effect 
next séason. The wording of the 
changes given is not final; the 
eutline of the mew “ten-second 
rule” in particular may be re- 
vised considerably before the 
Galde is published. 

The present line across the cen- 
tre-cirele is to be extended in both 
rections until it intersects the 
side-lines. 

(a) When a team gains possession 
of*the ball in its own back-court, 
this team must advance the ball 
over the centre line within a period 
of ten seconds unless the ball, while 
out of eontrol of the team, has been 
touched by ari opponent. In the 
latter event, ® new play results and 
the ten second period begins again 
when possession of the ball is re- 
gained in the back-court. When 
a team has advanced the ball over 
the centre line this team may not 
return the ball to its back-court 
until (1) a try for goal has been 
made, or (2) a jump ball has taken 
place, or (3) an out-of-bounds 
award has been made, or (4) the 
ball has been recovered from the 
possession of the opponents. 

(b) When a team gains possession 
of the ball in its front-court as a 
result of (1), (2), (3), or (4) above, 
it may cause the ball to go back 
over the centre line once only. 
Penalty:—Failure to comply with 
the provisions of this section is a 
violation—loss of ball to opponents. 
Touching the centre line is “over”. 
as in out+of-bounds decisjons. The 
teferce (or umpire) should count 
silently and it fs suggested that the 
following method of counting sec: 
onds be used: “thoussnd-and-one, 
thousend-and-iwo,” etc. None of 
the provisions of this section apply 
to courts less then sixty feet long.

Bulletin Expert Gives Out- 
line of the Best 
System 

4. Note: With interest in the 
Olympic Games greatly intensi- 
fied by the fact that they will be 
held in Los Angeles this coming 
summer the Bulletin has pre- 
pared a scries of articles dealing 
with the Games and with the in- 
@ividual sperts that sre included 
in them, with particular reference 
to Canadian athletes and athletics. 
Following is one of the series. 


- 

While some remarks have already 
been made regarding the training 
necessary for a hundred or two 
hundred and twenty-yard dash, the 
following points summarize the 
methods used by the best sprinters. 

(1) Sufficient exercises such as 
walking, skipping, etc., should be 
taken that the muscles are in good 
Physical condition. Care must be 
taken that the arms and should- 
ers are well developed. 

(2) Go to the training grounds 
regularly for your practices. When 
practicing at the track have a plan 
of action in mind and then carry ont 
the plan. Track training should al- 
ways begin with the process of lim- 
bering up. Take a little jog of about 
a hundred yards gradually increas- 
ing the speed but not extending 
yourself to the limit. In this keep 
on your toes and keep your knees 
well up. Repeat this “running 
through” process as it is called two 
or three times. This serves to loosen 
up all the muscles and prepere the 
sprinter of the more strenuous 
work of the day. 

(3) At the beginning of the sea- 
son do not start from holes the first 
two or three times you are out and 
do not exert yourself to the limit 
lest you strain a muscle or ligament 
and be unable to train for weeks or 
even months. After the first week's 
preliminary training a number of 
staxts should be taken every time 
you practise. About five or six 
starts is sufficient each day. After 
the starts have been made it is ad- 
visable to run as fast as possible 
about sixty yards (one hundred 
yards, one hundred and fifty yards) 
varying the distance from time to 
time. Always finish training for the 
day with a good run of about three 
hundred or four hundred yards in 
which you take a good stride and 
make fair time but do not exert 
yourself to the extent that you feel 
nearly “in.” 

(4) The number of times one 
should train at the track per week 
is open to much discussion, Some 
train every day, others three times 
per week. If one trains every day 
care must be taken lest you go 
stale. In training it is advisable 
te “work out” with the others as 
the interest is increased and the 
competition tenids to “pall you 
out” as it were and thus improve 
you. 

(5) While the above comments 
refer particularly to the hundred 
yard dash. they also apply to the 
two hundred and twenty. In training 
for the two hundfed and twenty it 
would be advisable (in addition to 
the training noted above) to run the 
distance at full speed about once 
every two or three weeks. 

(6) When starting never try to 
“beat the pistol.” Not only is this 
poor sportsmanship but it is not 
successful in most cases. The starter 
can easily tell if you plen to try 
this device and if he desirés can 
allow you to break and thus be 
handicapped a yard or two. If in 
practising the athlete forms the 
habit of waiting for the pistol and 
then starting as quickly as possible 
there will be no tendency to break 
when the final race is on. 

(1) In “getting out of the holes” 
it is necessary to have every mus- 
cle tensed and all mental energy 
concentrated so that the response 
to the signal is as nearly instant- 
aneous as possible. It is only ne- 
cessaty to run twenty or twenty- 
five yards in practising the “get- 
away.” bat it requires concen- 
trated effort. Sometimes another 
athlete is placed a yard ahead of 
the line and those on scratch 
strain evry muscle to overcome 
that handicap in the limited dis- 
tanee. 

(8) In getting away from the 
holes, a common mistake made by 
many athletes who are just starting 
to sprint is to jump from the 
crouch position in which you start 
to a position elmost erect. Too 
much care cannot be taken to pre- 
vent this habit being formed. ile 
athletes vary in their methods of 
starting it is considered advisable 
to take four or five strides before 
your head is at the height it will be 
during the rest of the race. By so 
doing the rise is gradual, there is 
no jerk or unevenness to the get 
away. 

(9) In starting and in running 
do not look down at your toes or 
at your competitors but look 
straight ahead at the tape. | 
(0 Having obtained a maximum 
be careful to slow down grad- 
ually as it is quite easy to strain 
a ligament by stopping too quickly. 

(1) When the practisin ia fin- 
ished do not sit around with your 
running togs on. Go directly to the 
dressing room, have your rub (and 
shawer if it is available) and then 
get dressed in your regular clothes.

TRENTON, N.J., May 12.--Governor A. 
Harry Moore of New Jersey late today 
said he had been informed by Col. H, Noe- 
man Schwarzkopf of the state police that 
the kidnapped Lindbergh baby was found 

ead near the famous flier’s estate at 
Hopewell, N.J. 

Chwarzkopf informed the governor, 
the latter said, that the body was found by 
neighbors near the Lindbergh home. 

The child was kidnapped on March 1, 
and since that date the entire world has 
been searched for the missing baby. 

The flash came over the wires just fol- 
lowing another sinister dispatch, in which 
it was stated that negotiations being con- 
ducted off the Virginia coast for the re- 
turn of the kidnapped baby were described 
today by a high official as being hampered 
by underworld lieutenants of Al Capone, 
who wished to recover the child them- 
selves for whatever benefit might accrue 
to their imprisoned leader. 


In “black light” science has a solution for protecting 


| babies from kidnappers of the type who broke into the Lind- 


bergh home. 

Some of these protectors already are in use, invisible 
beams of two kinds of “black light,” infra-red and ultra-violet, 
which fall like protective bars around baby cradles. 

Other devices, but which are not yet in use, would pho- 
tograph the kidnapper plainly in pitch darkness, There is 
also the Knowles tube, so sensitive that no beam nor contact 
is necessary. A kidnapper’s hand reaching past one of these 
into the baby’ ’s crib would'set off the tube by mere electrical 
capacity present in all human hands, 

These’ devices are explained by Dr, Phillips Thomas, re- 
search engineer of the Westinghouse Company. 

“A number of wealthy men,” he says, “have had their 
‘homes and offices er ger with photo-electric cell devices 
used in conjunction with ultra-ray light. These rays are in- 
visible both in lighted and darkened rooms, and therefore it 
is impossible for an intruder to move about without being 


| detected, as the rays can be placed at various angles.

In the majority | 
of cases, however, they are not only | 
unsuccessful, but also actually in-| 
crease the child’s interest in his} 
thumb. We have to admit that it is | 
the unhappy, ill-adjusted, nagged- 
at, and scolded child who finds the | 
greatest happiness when sunk in the 
unintelligent pursuit of thumb-) 
sucking. The wide-awake, alert, | 
peaceful, and happy child has no| 
for such an_ occupation. 
Thumb-sucking Is too often a sign 
of unease, an inability to find pleas- 
urable associates or stimulating in- 
terests.
